Mr. Justice Gray stated that it hat,

At the concl nsion of Justice Gray's 


opinion, Jnstics 
Brewer 
announced 
that he felt compelled to dissent from 
the view of the majority of the court 
He read his views at some length, de- 
claring in substance that the act o: 
1893 was •unconstitutional and that 51 
it were upheld there was no guarantee 
that similar treatment might not be ac- 
corded to other classes of our popnla 
tion than the Chinese, 


Justice Field, who delivered the opin 


ion of the supreme court of the Unitec 
States in tho firi.t cast- under the exclu- 
sion act, also read a dissenting opinion 
He said there w^s a wide difference be 
tween exclusion of immigrants and tho 
deportation of alien residents, and he 
characterized the act in the strongos 
language as inhuman and brutal, and 
as violative of fie constitution in ever> 
section. He regretted to say that the 
decision of the court was, to his mind 
taught with the gravest dangers tc 
the priceless constitutional liberties ol 
the people. 


After the coui*t had concluded the an- 


nouncement of opinions, Mr. J. Hnbley 
Ashton of the counsel for the Chinese 
moved for a rehearing of the case am 
an argument before a fuH bench at the 
next term. The court took a short re- 
cess to consider i,he motion. After the 
recess the court denied the motion for a 
rehetaing, so the opinion stands as an- 
nounced. 


The suspension of the law was ad- 


vised until the court could give its de- 
cision and as yet no official report has 
been received at the department of the 
court's action. 


The general impression here, how- 


ever, is that the Chinese governmenl 
will take immediate steps for retalia- 
tion and that one of the first things 
will be the withdrawal of the Chinese 
legation from this city. The Chinese 
government has been awaiting this de- 
ciEion. Although rumors have been 
abroad of the appointment of the new 
minister, no move has been made lately 
for his arrival here. The lease of the 
present legation building expires in a 
few months and no other residence has 
been secured nor has the present lease 
been renewed, tn fact, Senator Stew- 
oat of Nevada, who owns the building, 
contemplates occupying it next fall. 


No orders have been issued at the 


treasury department as to the deporting 
of Chinese under the Geary act. The 
instructions under which collectors of 
internal reveuua and United Statea 
marshals are now operating direct them 
to make no arrests of unregistered Chi- 
nese until further orders. These orders 
may be given at once after the cabinet 
meeting or deferred ior a longer period. 


Secretary Carlisle, soon after he heard 


of the decision of tho supreme court, 
went to the exec itivc mansion and had 
a conference wit i the president on the 
subject.

The scope and breadth of that pro- 


ject are beyond anything ever before* 
attempted. Twenty main conventions 
have already been arranged for, and 
these will be so subdivided that a grand 
total of nearly 200 conferences, each 
distinct'and separate from the other, 
will have taken place before the gateii 
of tho world's fair are closed to tha 
world. 


Tho &csue of the congresses is the 


permanent memorial art palace, erect- 
ed on tho Lake Front park, through the 
co-operation of the Art 'Institute of 
Chicago, the city of Chicago and tho 
directory of the world's fair. The cost 
of thia structure, which was completed 
but a few days ago, reached a total oC 
over $000,000. It has two largo audience 
rooms, each with a seating capacity of 
2,000 or more, and some 25 smaller con- 
vention halls, each with a capacity of 
800 to 700. 


It is proposed that the meetings likelv 


to draw a large, popular audience shall 
be held in the main audience rooms, 
and meetings of chapters or sections of 
the dilferunt congresses for the discus- 
sion of subjects of a more limited in- 
terest in tho smaller rooms.

TJnltcd SUtei of Colrnulila Will Bo Called

NEW YORK, May 10.—The cargo of

irig losi her captain 'and four of the 


jy-crow by drowning, and the first mate, 
" Stubbs, having been arrested and im- 


prisoned, she slippud her cable and left 
the scene of difficulty without formal- 
ity. 


Serious trouble may grow out of tha 


occurrence and tho federal authorities 
are said to bu waiting for more definite 
data than they now have before bring- 
ing tha matter as an official complaint 
to the notice of tins South American re- 
public, whose offlcsrs gave the ship so 
much trouble. That she is a Norwe- 
gian vessel makes no difference in thia 
case, as sho was under ail American 
charter. *- 


Captain Krough, who was sent from 


here to bring the Antonio Zambraua 
home when newn 
waa received in 


February that she could not discharge 
her cargo, in relatiag the incidents that 
occurred, bald tha; Captain Boe, with 
four sailors, a native pilot and an un- 
derwriter's agent were drowned before 
he got to the ship, while attempting to 
sound the Magdaleaa river. 


After Captain Kiough took command 


a body of soldiers came aboard one day 
and uncoupled anl carried away the 
eccentric reds from the engine, and 
soon after the ship was subjected to 
periodical visits from custom officers, 
who urged tne attempt to make Baran- 
ciuiila. A body of soldiers came on 
board and arrested First Mate Stubbs. 
They put him into a cell in Port Co- 
lombia prison and kept him there for 
tour days. When the American consul 
learned of the case he demanded the 
man's release, and Stubbs was allowe.1 
to return to the ship. 


The collector of the port imposed a 


flno of .<3,000 ou tho ship for not going 
to Baranquilla, but; the captain declined 
to pjy it. In the laeantime the tuattp- 
hact been made known to the president 
of the republic, wlio sent word to Poit 
Colombia that the vessel should be re- 
letu-od. Captain Krough secured hi" 
eccentric rods. As, soon as this was ac- 
complished he cut the anchor cables 
und steamed down the river without 
paying tho fine.

OLD DAYS OF 1849 RECALLED BY A 


MAN WHO WAS ON'HAND. 


A Tedious Sail Arouml Capo Horn—Uat- 


tllng TVlth Vflnd aud Tiilc In the htralts 
of MaKOllaii—Tlio^IjbterlouNUox of Hid- 
den Goltl Dust. 
It was ono night las; week and on 


board the Fall River steamer in the 
group of chance accpjaintances smoking 
and chatting amidships1. The man with 
gray hair and fine wrinkles around his 
eyes wai talking. 


"It is L matter of almost 44 years," he 


was saying, "since the eld brig Robert 
laid her course between here and Beaver- 
tail in the September of 1849. On board 
her were a lot of us Fall River men who 
were going out to California to the gold 
niuics. Thero were one or two incidents 
following that &t;irt that are worth tell- 
ing. 


"Our wabbly, cranky cild craft worked 


down to the straits of Magellan, and then 
we were CO days more in the straits. The 
old equal o bowed brig—an awful slow 
sailer—would spread canvas at daylight 
and sail all day in the straits and anchor 
at night about where she started from, 
banging back and forth with tho adverse 
wind and tide. 


"One day wo lost an anchor, and we 


cent some men out in a boat. They 
rowed up into ono of tho inletb and there 
came upon a rakish, queer looking 
schooner at anchor. They found tho 
craft was a wrecking schooner looking 
around for wrecks. Sho hadn't been in 
any port in a long time. When they 
had got an anchor and chain from the 
captain, ho eaid as our men were leav- 
ing: 


"'What tho devil is tlo matter? I've 


seen hundreds of Bails going along into 
the Pacific lately.' 


"When they told him of the discovery 


of gold in California Lo said nothing 
and thought a moment, with his fore- 
head all puckered up, and then ho said. 
'Well, lo California we go, then!' aud at 
once made preparations to s.ul to tho 
westward. 


"Before she- sailed iCaptain Henry 


Winslow, Edward Pratt and myself 
changed bhips in hopo of a faster pas- 
sage, going aboard the ischooner, whose 
captain we paid $100 apiece. Wo lay to, 
waiting for u favorable time- for the 
schooner to go out. 
Ono awful foggy 


night, with a hurricane- blowing, we 
Baw a vessel going through tho head- 
lands. We put tho glafc'ies on her, and 
it was the old brig Rooertl 
We just 


made up our miudb the lubbering old 
tub would be blown down lo Cape Horn 
aud never heard of again. But at Per- 
namlraco she turned up ugaiu all right, 
and the two vessels started out together, 
wo on tho f-chooner promising to wait 
in San Francisco for the Robert's com- 
pany before going up to the mines. We 
did not see her again on the voyage. 
After several weeks we arrived at the 
Golden Gate and sailed up the bay of 
San Francisco. 
Wo saw lying at a 


whai r an old brig, put the glasses on 


her, 
found it w;ts again the Robert— 


been in port over two weeks. 
She was 


hauled up siclo of tho dock, and she 
never was moved from there, but lies i 
there now, covered by souio of tho fine j 
down town business blocks »vhich aro 
> 


standing on mado land, a quarter of a I 
inilo from tlio water of today. 


"Ed Pratt and I wont up to the mines, 


located a claim and went to work. After 
Pratt had been working quite awhile 
and been pretty lucky, he was called 
away on business to another mining 
camp. We were so far away from San 
Francisco we couldn't get our gold dust 
changed, so Ed took his and without 
any one's knowledge put, it in a tin box, 
and one night rose and going out behind 
his*abin dug about four feet down into 
(ho soil and buried it, marking tho spot 
by a tree that stood by the side of it. 


1 'He came back several weeks after to 


renew work on bis old claim, and he told 
tne about hiding tho gold and that he 
was going out to dig it up. He took Ills 
spado and went out, I along with him. 
Ho began, lo dig and very soon struck 
the box, took it up aud carried it to his 
cabin. 


" 'That don't look like my box,' he 


said. 'It looks a little bigger somo way.' 


"Ho opened tho box, aud, sure enough, 


it wasn't his, for it had about three times 
tho weight of gold he had buried. We 
were just bewildered. 
I suggested he 


must have forgotten or made a mistake" 
regarding the gold, but he was dead euro 
about it. Then I said we ought to go 
out and dig around the place, and ho 
took his spade, and digging down about 
eight inches lower found the box he had 
buried. 


"Tho question was, whose box was tho 


first one? It was put into the camp sup- 
ply store, and it was advertised, but no ' 
ono ever camo to claim i.t. No one was 
missing from our camp, and we could 
never explain tho mystery of the strange 
box. After four mouths Ed Pratt took , 
the gold, by right of declared ownership, j 
It is suppo&ed the owner who buried it 
had either been killed by tho Indians or 
murdered by Joaquin Marietta's gang, 
which was tho terror of mining Cali- 
fornia at that time."—New York Sun.

Tbo Time to Drive Away Moihs. 


Moths bejrin to fly about in the spring, 


and as it is then they lay their eggs it is 
then they require mo=t watching. The 
damage ia not done by the moth, but by 
the grubs proceeding from the eggs 
which the moth lays in tho spring. The 
great and most efficient remedy against 
theso pests is cleanliness. Dust and dirt 
encourage them, and once they aro f surly 
nested in it is a work of time and labor 
to get rid of them. 
Everything put 


away should be carefully examined, both 
to seo that it is free from any trace of 
insect and also that it is scrupulously 
clean. Anything put away stained is all 
but sure to fall a victim to raoth. In- 
secticide, moth paper, camphor, pepper, 
bitter apple, and oven a tallow candle 
wrapped in brown -paper are all well 
known and popular protectors, but they 
are almost unavailing unless caro is 
taken in putting things away. These 
should be scrupulously looked over, then 
dusted with whatever remedy is adopted, 
folded np in old sheets and then, if to be 
put away for some time, done tip in 
brown paper, the edges of which should 
bo carefully gummed down to prevent 
the entrance of any pest. 


Valuable furs are better sent to a fur- 


rier, who for a certain charge will take 
care of them for the summer months. 
Ordinary ftirs are better hung up in linen 
bags in a cupboard in use, and carefully 
looked at every week or so, beaten with 
a slight switch and-hung out in the fresh 
ail-. Paper sprinkled with paraffin or 
turpentine can be pinned or otherwise 
fastened underneath chairs, sofas or mat- 
tresses to keep off the insects, and the 
mattresses should be well dusted with 
some inodorous insecticide when the beds 
get their weekly turnover. — London 
Queen.

Sujriir From Cotton Soorl. 


It IB announced from New Orleans that 


a process of extracting sugar from cotton 
seed lm.s been discovered. 
l?he sugar 


thus extracted from cotton sued is said 
to bo 10 times sweeter than cftno sugar 
and to bo in other respects a wonderful 
product. A drawback, however, is found 
in its tendency to ferment and become 
sour. This tendency may possibly bo 
corrected in time, and a series <lf experi- 
ments, are now in progress looking to 
this end, according to a southern ex- 
change. 


To Prebcrve SMngles. 


Here is, a recipe from a scientific au- 


thority for preserving and rendering 
shingles fireproof: Dissolve in a ban-el 
of hot water sulphate of zinc, 20 pounds; 
aluin, 20 pounds; caustic potash, 
pounds; manganidc oxide, 8 pounds, and 
add sulphuric acid, 8 pounds. Pack the 
shingles loosely in another barrel and 
fill with the liquid, holding the shingles 
under tho mixrare. Fill np the first 
barrel also with shingles, soak for three 
hours and pilo to dry, and repeat until 
all tho shingles are fireproofed. After 
the house is shingled paint with oxide of 
iron paint tempered with other mineral 
color in boiled linseed oil and mix to 
suit your taste al! to shade of color.

A Volcano In Honolulu. 


The floor of Kileauea is at certain 


periods subject to overflow by floods of 
fresh lava from Halemanmaa, which 
will probably destroy large sections of 
the aforesaid trail, necessitating much 
labor in renewing it. This can hardly 
occur under two years from, now, as it 
will probably take that lengtL of time 
for the level of tho molten lako to work 
up tho 200 feet or more necessary to en- 
able it to discharge itself on the main 
floor. During the last period of over- 
flow, in 1889-flO, many thousands of acres 
of thia main floor in Kileauea received 
fresh coatings of lava. In the immediate 
vicinity of Haleinauniau. pit the leavings 
were piled to a thickness of from 20 to 50 
feet. 


Meantime the lake, 800 tot iu diam- 


eter, is overflowing every few days upon 
the lara floor around it, which is per- 
haps 230 feet lower than the brink of 
tho circular pit, which is 2,400 ieot in di- 
ameter. 
Tho American minister, Mr. 


Stevens, who was there recently, count- 
ed 12 iire fountains playing in 'the lake 
at one time. In April last we measured 
tha largest fountams with an instru- 
ment. Tho Bellow, pulsating thrico a 
minute, was 00 feet in diameter and 30 
feet high. Its action was steady and in- 
cessant during the week we we re there. 
Other fountains wero moro furious, but 
intermittent. On tho whole, tho present 
aspect of the volcano is unusually satis- 
factory for observation by visitors.— 
Honolulu Friend.

A STEAT SHOT. 


It was a warm time in tha Moravia 
alley—not only climatically, for tho 
unrmer \vas exceptionally hot aud op- 
ressivo, but warm with tliB heat of bat- 
o, burning villages and blazing camp- 
rea. Every night for the last week ill 
-tigust, 1876, a dull led light flowed 
ver the valley, coloring the limpid wa- 
ers of the Moravia with Lloodhke tints, 
A low crackling and .hissing camo 
giving with tlio evening liieezo from 
uvning homesteads of tho unfortunate 
erviau peasantry ns specks of bright 
amo shot up into tlio air. 
Each day's 


loody work added to the night's ruddy 
low, for the Turks were a'lwaya victori- 
us and destroyed everything that came 
n their way as they advanced up tho 
alley, 
illustrating 
tho 
aphorism, 


"Where tho hoof of tho Turkish horse 
reads no blado of grass ever grows." 1 
ad watched tho last shots one evening 
ickor against the purple background of 
10 darkening hills, spattering in the 
learning like flecks of fire from a flint 
nd steel, for the Turks were new with- 
n a few miles of our town, and tomor- 
ow portended a warmer poriod still. 
Far into the night the stretcher bear- 
rs were trailing over t'ae Alexinatz 
ridge up through tlio winding streets of 
he town with their groaning burdens of 
.aimed humanity. 
Early iu tha month several English 
urgeons and dressers had arrived, and 
under the superintendence! of Surgeon 
tfajor Mackellar were busv at work in 
be httlo gchoolhouse, which had been 
ransforaed early in tho c ampnign into 
i temporary hospital. Tonight there 
was ail almost rmbrokea lino of bearers 
tretching from tho bchoolhouse through 
ho main strtet out of tho town into the 
ipen country. 
Archibald Forbes and 1, after a hasty 


meal in the little hostelry iiear by, would 
.evoto our evenings to starting fiom the 
L0spit.it and examining tho patient snf- 
erers on their litters us they awaited 
heir turn. Wo found that man}- of tho 
jadly wounded had waited sinco early 
Lawn f or treatinen t, and °omc, growing 
mpatient, had struggled out of their 
trctchera or 
blocked 
wagons and 


jravcled along the sidewalks toward tho 
choolhouso till their lily blood had 
[mined from their reins (.town tho gut- 
ers. 
Thero they lay, stiff and static, 


•taring up into tlio face of tho mellow 
moon. As wo walked falovrly down this 
ad procession wo would ttiru those who 
•ere already dead a?ido to make room 
ind the tirno shorter for tho living to 
rain tho hospitals. Forbes and I wan- 
lered backward anil forwaul on this 
laiaful duty till tho fires in tho valley 
>aled in tho stronger light of dawn. 


Tho three or four rooms constituting 


.ho hospital were crowded with wound- 
ed; there was hardly space for tho dec- 
ors to work in, aud this, they bad to do 
jy tho fitful flicker of a few tallow can- 
dles stuck in patches of gieaso on tho 
loor. i had been asiibt ing tho surgeons 


passing tho instruments from ono 


room to tho other, holding a caudle, or 
Dressing tho hand of tome poor fellow 
under treatment, when, alnio.it faint 
with tho stifling atmosphere, 1 thought 1 
would sock snuic fresh air. Picking my 
way through the crowd of wounded on 
;ho landing and stairway, I had at last 


ned tho street entrance, when my leg 


was phiLked at by somo poor creature ru 
:he shadow of tho portal. As ho lifted 
lis face a moonbeam fell on a sight 1 
shall never forgot. His faco, a lucre 
pulp, was crushed by a fragment cf 
ihell, and was aa black us a negro's with 
lotted gore; only air bubbles frothed 
!rom where his noso aud mouth had 
aeon. 


Staring appalled at this gi ewsome sight. 
0 aroused mo by touching my boot aiul 


slowly lifting his aim pointed to tho 


cr part of his face. Tho poor fellow 


repeated this action beforo I understood 
:iim. Theiil knelt byhissido,unscrewed 
my brandy flask and poured somo of the 
Liquid down bis throat. Ho could not 
express his giatitndo by word of mouth, 
bnt his eyelids trembled and ho slowly 
lifted his ana again gradually, bringing 
Ills hand to tho salute. Tho quiet pa- 
tienco of this soldier, his fearful plight, 
will ever remain in my memory. 


During tho night a contingent of Rus- 


sian volunteers arrived with a few offi- 
cers. Then, when tbo sun was well up, 
Servian re-enforcements camo in from 
Belgrade, 
To blare of bugles, with 


swinging gait, they tramped down tho 
street. Some of the fow remaining 
wounded of tho previous nightstill lying 
in tho gutters aroused themselves for the 
moment and tried to rum their groans 
to cheers. 
Regiment after regiment 


passed on. Far into thomoru tho points 
of tho bayonets glistened ahovo the duet 
as tho troops marched through tho town 
out into tho open, down into tho valley 
—tho valley ot tho shadow of death, for 
tho smell of powder and blood was every- 
where. Tho desultory shots which had 
been exchanged in tho early morning 
gradually ceased, and for a time a uni- 
versal quietude reigned, but jtist beforo 
midday the opening of the artillery firo 
on both sides and the s'narp crackle of 
musketry presaged close lighting. 


I am .easily stirred by Homo dramatic 


action in a good play or the martial 
strains of a fino band, but tho ping of 
tho bullet and tho whistle of shell stir 
mo more. "Plenty of time," said my 
friend Forbes, noticing my perturbated 
spirit "They are just playing up to the 
£rand finalo, and that is when wo ought 
to bo there. Come, sit down and eat 
your dinner." 


"Wo took our accustomed seats at the 


little tablo in tho corner of our inn fac- 
ing tho street. As we wero beginning 
our meal a smiling young Enssiau with 
Calrnuckliko cheekbones, tip tilt nose, 
sandy hiir, ami small gray eyes looked 
through tho window, and a pair of blue 
spectacles perched on. lijs olfactory or- 
gan. On seeing ns ho cpenecl the door, 
walked in, bowed and marched up to 
our table. With a smilo ho wiped his 
pinconez on the sleeve of his jacket, 
placed them on the tablo by his plate, 
then called for food and commoueecl eat- 
ing. 


Now, being more or lens of an oH cam- 


paigner, I can put up •with almost any 
kind of eccentricity in the manner of 
eating, but this little Russian's behavior 
was, to say tho least, na iiseating—not so 
much in using his fingers or in tho fact 
that if wo had such lui uries we would 
not have hesitated in ealing peas with a 
knife—for that weapon ho used with 
marvelous dexterity in conveying his 
food to his mouth. "When the feeding 
was done, he calmly seized his fork, 
which had been untmic'lietl for any edi- 
ble use and slowly bi'gau dislodging 
from between Ms teeth llie stringy jor- 


tioass of tlio wngTi beeTstXQc B§"Ea"ct Been 
consuming. At one mopient ho seemed 
to bo pcrtomiing au act of jugglery as 
tho 8-pronged instrument almost dis- 
appeared down his throat in search of 
some molar, but it would miraculously 
turn up onco inoro as much as to aay, 
"You observe, ladies nud gentlemen, 
there is no deception about it." 


My senso of decency vras BO aroused at 


this loathsome exhibition that I turned 
to Forbes and whispered, "That j'bujig 
mail will not be a great loses to society if 
ho gets shot this afteruoonl3' Tho gen- 
tleman with tho fork did not seem to no- 
tico our well marked aversion to his ec- 
ceutric behavior. After the Russian had 
iriiido Ills mouth comfortablo and lodged 
his goggles on his sunburned noso big 
face widened into a grin as ho told us 
that ho had only arrived that morning 
and that ho know us by repute; that he 
was a brother war coirespondent for n 
Moscow journal, and ha felt so honored 
in making tho acquaintance of two such 
distinguished brethren. 


In spito of his urbanity and good hu- 


mor tho uncomfortable sensation ho had 
caused us by his novel use of tho fork 
could not easily bo defaced. Wo wero 
glad to hght our pipes and got onca more 
into tho open. All tho tiino during din 
uer tlio increasing rattle of musketry 
and booming of guns told us tho fight 
wcs waxing hotter ani hotter. Wehas- 
tened to tbo thotcto du pont. Tho works 
a't tho bridge wero bristling with bayo- 
nets, for tho Deserves wo had seen march 
by in tho morning wero packed closely 
in cover. About half a miio from tlio 
bridge wo joined Mackollar and his staff 
of surgeons and jogged along in then1 
ambulances till a favorable spot, a do 
sprlcd cottage, was reached, whero wo 
halted to receive tho wounded. In our 
immediate fiout wero fields of Indian 
corn; then a wood stretched from tho 
river on our left flank as far ns tho hills 
skirling tho right of tho valley. Through 
tbjs wood close intQ tho foit lulls, where 
it passed a village, our road could bo 
traced by occasional puffs of dust as a 
shell struck it or an orderly scampered 
along. Tho fighting was going on on 
tbo other sides of tho thicket. We could 
see tho branches of tho trees stand out 
in bold relief from tho yellow flashes of 
our artillery on tho outer fringe. 


The little village on our right seemed 


almost deserted, but lazily hanging in 
tho noontido heat was a led cross flag on 
tho roof of ono of tho houses. Surgeon 
Doyd was told off to go na tar as this vil- 
lage and report tho number of wounded. 
Now, I knu \v that Bay d was very anxious 
to seo somo practice, anil this was his 
first venture in tho field, so I thought I 
would accompany him. As wo began to 
move parallel to tho wood a horseman 
pnsscd us, waving his arm in recognition 
and grinning from ear to ear. His hor.se, 
a rugged, liea\y boned animnl, seemed to 
be x'laying cup and ball with him, but 
tho rider ttill held on. It was, tho little 
Russian correspondent of tbo fork in- 
cident. 


Ono or two shells from tho enemy, 


missing our aitillery, passed over th 
trees anil c-nne upon the ro:ul. On- 
whistled BO near us th.it wo fell ilat to 
tho ground. It whUJccd along to tho

Tho scene inside is one of wildest con- 


fusion. It looks as if sections of a druyj 
store, a crockery store, a dry goods em- 
porium, iii giroeety, a harness uhop and 
goodness knows what not had lieoa jnm- 
bled together within tho -four dirty 
walls. The head of a doll, a\iijt coated, 
lies in. a box of candles, and a fpw feet 
aivi«y, stretched beside a row of bottles 
of cheap perfumery, which the obliging 
clerk eaid was "fine, all of it as good as 
bay rum," is the> headless trun't. On tho 
floor on one side ia a bos filled with pa- 
per collars. The neighbor of this assort- 
ment is a bos of codfish. Bsyond the 
codfish and ou a shelf is a lot of china, 
BOins of it costly Satsurna ware in vasej 
and oatmeal Bets. And there are many 
dainty Japanese teacups, translucent 
prettily painted and as fragile as egg 
shells. Nest to them in wild confusion 
is a heap of horso blankets. 


On all sides thero a,ro evidences thai 


lend color t» the allegation that the 
goods are taken from railroad smashups. 
There are pieces of furniture disabled bj 
broken lega, tops, backs and generally in 
collapse. There are barrels of flour gap 
ing open, boxes of raisins cracked so tha 
their contents are visible, and piled in 
around thin confused mass are boxes o 
sardines, liars of soap, underclothing 
boots and shoes, bedticking, stacks o 
trousers, cookies and frosted, cakes in 
boxes, and at one end of tho store con 
venient to tho street odors is a crock o 
pickles without any cover. A bos oi 
rubbers keeps this crock company. 


"1 believe there is one other store 


something lijto this in Chicago," said the 
proprietor, '-"but I don't know where it 
is. We buy these goods from the rail- 
road companies after smashups.
